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Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  placing  before  you  my  Report  for  the  year 
HUM.  It  consists  of  (1)  Statistics  of  births,  deaths,  infectious 
and  other  diseases,  with  comments  thereon  ; (2)  remarks  on 
sanitary  and  other  relative  matters  : (3)  various  tables  of  the 
Local  Government  Board,  the  Home  Office,  and  the  County 
Council.  The  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  is  also  appended. 

Area  of  District. — This  amounts  to  1,192  acres,  and  the 
physical  outline  of  the  district  may  be  described  as  an  elevated 
sloping  plain  extending  for  two  miles  from  west  to  east  and  one 
mile  from  north  to  south.  The  whole  is  almost  naturally  and 
proportionately  divided  into  three  parts,  the  first  part  beginning 
with  Hipperholme  at  the  higher  latitude,  the  second  merging 
with  Lightcliffe  on  the  level,  and  the  third  terminating  with 
Bailiffe  Bridge  below.  For  the  purposes  of  this  report  the 
three-fold  geographical  limitation  thus  formed  will  be  employed 
in  the  absence  of  definitely  existing  wards. 

The  Rateable  Value  for  the  year  was  calculated  at 
£28,401  JOs.  Od.  which  was  an  increase  upon  that  of  1912. 

Population. — At  the  last  census  the  total  population  at  all 
ages  was  4,438  ; I have  placed  the  “estimated  population” 
for  1913  at  4,480.  It  is  possible  that  my  figures  may  be  at 
fault,  but  in  arriving  at  such  an  estimate  1 have  taken  into 
account  amongst  other  things  not  only  the  number  of  new 
houses  which  have  been  erected,  but  also  the  number  of  empty 


houses — the  latter  quantity  being  on  this  occasion  probably 
smaller  than  in  some  of  the  immediately  preceding  years.  I 
reproduce  for  reference  a table  bearing  on  this  subject  which 
may  be  of  use  for  future  guidance.

Births. — During  the  year  there  were  registered  78  births, 
comprising  29  males  and  49  females.  In  the  first  quarter  the 
number  registered  was  18,  in  (he  second  24,  in  the  third  17. 
and  in  the  fourth  19.  Three  of  the  births  were  illegitimate. 


As  regards  sex,  the  average  proportion  is  approximately 
males  37  per  cent.,  females  03  per  cent.,  as  compared  with 
males  51  per  cent,  and  females  49  per  cent,  in  1912.  That  the 
sex-proportion  is  a variable  quantity  from  year  to  year  will 
be  seen  by  examining  Table  B ; but  on  this  occasion  there  is 
a great  preponderance  of  females. 

The  Birth-rate  per  1,000  per  annum  is  17.4  as  compared  with 
17.5  in  the  previous  year.  This  rate  is  much  below  that  for 
England  and  Wales,  but  the  declension  has  been  a gradual 
process  ever  since  1897  when  the  high-water  mark  was  reached. 
The  average  rate  for  the  previous  five  years  was  17.5;  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1912  was  23.8.  and  in  1913 
it  was  23.9.

Deaths.- — The  actual  number  of  deaths  which  were  registered 
in  the  district  Avas  39;  but  there  are  11  transferable  deaths 
which  ha\re  to  be  taken  into  account,  of  which  10  were  deaths 
of  residents  not  registered  in  the  district,  and  1 was  the  death 
of  a non-resident  registered  in  the  district.  Thus  wit h the 
inclusion  of  ten  and  the  exclusion  of  one,  the  nett  number 
became  48,  21  of  males  and  27  of  females. 

The  quarterly  mortality  was  as  follows  : in  first  quarter. 
10  ; in  second  quarter,  9 ; in  third  quarter,  13  ; in  fourth 
quarter,  10. 

In  analysing  the  numbers  in  the  various  age-periods  I find 
that  1 died  in  infancy,  1 between  one  and  two  years  of  age, 

I between  two  and  five,  1 between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen. 
3 between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and  twenty-five.  8 between 
the  ages  of  twenty-five  and  forty-five,  8 between  the  ages  of 
forty-five  and  sixty-five,  and  that  25  had  attained  the  age  of 
sixty-five  and  upAvards. 


1'lie  Death-rate  is  10.7  per  1,000  per  annum  as  against  11,4 
in  1012.  and  is  below  the  average  for  the  previous  five  years. 
It  is  the  lowest  since  1897. 


For  the  West  Hiding  in  1012  the  rate  was  13.3  ; the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  in  1910  was  13.4,  in  1011  it  was  14.0.  in  1012

Among 

the  chief  causes  of 

death  were 

(a)  Enteric  Fever.  One  death  of  a person  who  had  been 
an  inmate  of  a West  Hiding  Asylum  for  many  years. 


(b)  (Scarlet  Fever. — One  death  of  a boy  in  the  Joint 
Hospital. 

(c)  Nephritis  was  the  cause  of  four  deaths. 

(d)  Influenza. — There  was  one  death  under  this  heading 
as  compared  with  two  in  each  of  the  four  preceding  years. 
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(e)  Phthisis  or  Tuberculosis  of  Lungs. — Six  persons 
died  from  this  disease  during  the  year.  The  rate  on  this  occasion 
is  above  that  of  1912.  when  the  number  of  deaths  was  five  ; 
and  is  slightly  above  the  average  of  the  quinquennial  period 
1908-1912.  The  age-period  ranged  from  15  to  GO  years. 

(f)  Respiratory  Diseases. — Four  persons  were  certified 
as  having  died  from  bronchitis  (3)  and  pneumonia  (1),  as 
against  eight  in  1912  and  five  in  1911.  This  death-roll  is 
below  the  average,  which  is  about  seven  per  annum,  and 
represents  a considerable  drop  when  compared  with  some  former 
years . 

(g)  Cancer.— This  malady  was  the  cause  of  six  deaths  as 
compared  with  six  in  1912.  four  in  1911,  five  in  1910,  and 
nine  in  1909. 

(h)  Organic  Heart  Disease. — Here  six  deaths  were  regis- 
tered, and  this  number  constitutes  about  the  average  for 
former  years. 

(i)  Infant  Mortality. — -Only  one  infant  died  during  the 
year  ; this  is  much  below  the  average  number  (6)  for  the  previ- 
ous five  years. 

The  number  and  the  rate  of  infantile  deaths  vary  from  year 
to  year,  as  will  be  seen  on  referring  to  Table  1 in  the  appendix 
of  this  report,  but  since  the  year  1901  a fairly  low  average  has 
been  maintained.  The  cause  of  death  was  registered  as 
“convulsions,”  and  the  age  of  the  infant  was  13  days. 

The  rate  of  mortality  per  1 ,000  of  registered  births  is  12.8,  and 
is  the  lowest  rate  ever  recorded  in  this  district.  The  infant 
mortality  of  the  West  Hiding  in  1912  ivas  95  : that  of  England 
in  1913  was  109. 

(j)  Zymotic  Death-rate. — The  principal  epidemic  diseases 
form  the  basis  of  calculation  here,  and  for  the  year  includes 
one  death  from  Enteric  Fever  and  one  from  Scarlet  Fever.

This  gives  a rate  below  the  mean  of  former  years,  and  both 
deaths  occurred  outside  the  district. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Notifications. — Of  those  infectious  diseases  which  are 
notifiable  the  number  reported  during  the  year  was  1 28.  viz.  : 
Diphtheria  11.  Erysipelas  5,  Scarlet  Fever  43,  Tuberculosis  9. 
and  Measles  00.  The  cases  occurred  in  the  following  months  : 

In  January  2.  in  February  4,  in  March  0.  in  April  9.  in  May  8. 
in  June  39,  in  July  7,  in  August  5,  in  September  3.  in  October  4. 
in  November  24.  in  December  17.  Even  month  of  the  year 
contributed  more  or  less  to  the  infectious  catalogue. 

The  number  of  this  class  of  diseases  reported  annually  since 
the  adoption  of  the  Compulsory  Notification  Act  in  this 
District  in  1890  is  shown  in  Table  D.  The  inclusion  of  Measles 
among  those  diseases  which  must  be  notified,  dates  from 
June  1st.  1905,  so  that  to  obtain  the  average  for  ten  years  it 
may  be  expedient  to  select  the  period  from  1903  to  1912. 
and  exclude  Measles  and  Tuberculosis  from  the  reckoning 
altogether.  Such  average  is  20.  and  as  59  notifications  were 
received  (irrespective  of  Measles  and  Tuberculosis)  it  would 
appear  that  the  year  1913  is  greatly  above,  the  mean  quantity  . 

Isolation  Hospital. — (a)  The  Joint  Hospital  is  situated 
at  Clifton,  Brighouse.  Patients  suffering  from  any  of  the 
following  diseases  are  received,  viz.  : Cholera,  Typhus  Fever, 
Enteric  Fever,  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria.  During  the 
year  thirty-seven  cases  wore  admitted  from  this  district,  of 
which  number  three  were  Diphtheria  patients  and  thirty-four 
Scarlet  Fever  patients. 

(b)  Small  Pox. — In  terms  of  an  agreement  concluded 
between  the  Corporation  of  Halifax  and  the  Joint  Hospital 
Board  (which  includes  Hipperholme),  cases  of  Small-pox 
arising  in  this  district  will  in  future  bo  sent  to  the  Hospital 
at  Halifax  for  treatment.

Diphtheria. — There  were  eleven  notifications  of  this  disease, 
one  in  September,  two  in  October,  five  in  November  and  three 
in  December.  The  average  number  for  the  previous  ten  years 
was  three,  and  the  number  for  this  year  equals  that  for  190b 
when  there  was  a small  outbreak  at  Bailiff  Bridge.  Six  of  the 
cases  occurred  in  Lightcliffe,  three  in  Hipperholme  and  two 
in  Bailiff  Bridge.  There  were  three  patients  removed  to 
hospital.  Insanitary  defects  were  found  in  one  house  and 
the  Inspector’s  recommendation  on  this  matter  is  now  under 
consideration.  Most  of  the  cases  were  notified  when  Scarlet 
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Fever  was  prevalent  in  the  district,  at  the  very  end  of  a droughty 
summer  when  there  was  a curtailment  of  the  water-supply. 
With  reference  to  Lightcliffe,  where  more  than  one-half  of  the 
total  occurred,  I have  to  point  out  that  in  several  of  the  ter- 
races and  streets  which  join  into  Wakefield  Road  there  was  an 
abnormal  number  of  children  and  adults  attacked  by  various 
forms  of  “ sore-throat,”  some  of  which  were  of  an  inflammatory 
nature,  whilst  many  were  undoubtedly  septic.  The  main 
arterial  sewer  in  Wakefield  Road  has  a very  gentle  gradient 
from  Whitehall  to  Lydgate  House,  and  the  tributary  sewers 
which  discharge  their  contents  into  it  have  very  slight  falls 
from  most  of  those  streets  and  terraces,  and  hence  it  is  probable 
that  emanations  found  their  way  into  many  of  the  houses. 
Such  conditions  could  not  be  arraigned  as  the  primary  causa- 
tive agent  of  this  disease,  but  we  must  bear  in  mind  that  they 
form  favourable  media  for  engendering  bad  health  and  therein 
prepare  the  soil  required  for  the  culture  and  development  of 
the  bacillus.  This  main  sewer  is  partially  ventilated  at  the 
present  time,  but  I would  strongly  suggest  that  ventilating 
shafts  should  be  erected  at  suitable  points  in  this  particular 
area . 

Scarlet  Fever.— During  the  year  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
numbered  forty-three,  of  which  four  occurred  in  the  first  half 
of  the  year  and  thirty-nine  in  the  second  half.  Two  noti- 
fications in  May  related  to  a child  in  Bailiff  Bridge  and  a 
child  in  Hipperholme,  and  two  cases  were  reported  in  June 
from  Bailiff  Bridge.  In  July  there  were  four  eases,  two 
being  in  Bailiff  Bridge,  one  in  Hipperholme  and  one  in  Light- 
cliffe. In  August  three  children  were  affected,  all  members 
of  one  family  : as  they  had  only  returned  home  from  a holiday 
it  is  almost  certain  that  the  infection  was  contracted  elsewhere. 
They  were  residents  of  Bailiff  Bridge.  One  notification  was 
received  in  September,  the  patient  being  a lad  who  lived  in 
Hipperholme,  and  who  unfortunately  died  in  hospital.  We 
were  clear  of  the  disease  until  November  when  eighteen  cases 
were  reported,  two  of  which  were  from  Hipperholme  and 


sixteen  from  Lightcliffe  . whilst  in  December  1 lie  number  of 
notifications  was  thirteen,  five  being  residents  of  Lightcliffe, 
seven  of  Hipperholme  and  one  of  Bailiff  Bridge.  That  part  of 
the  district  which  suffered  mo, so  was  Lightcliffe  with  a total  of 
twenty-two,  as  contrasted  with  twelve  in  Hipperholme  and 
nine  in  Bailiff  Bridge.  The  number  of  houses  involved  was 
thirty-one  ; as  there  were  four  patients  found  in  one  house, 
nine  in  three  houses  and  six  in  three  houses, whilst  the  remainder 
of  the  houses  contained  one  patient  each. 

The  age-incidence  was  as  follows  : under  one  year  of  age, 
one  case  ; between  one  and  five  years,  five  ; between  five  and 
fifteen,  thirty-one  ; between  fifteen  and  twentv-five,  three  ; 
from  twenty  -five  to  sixty -five,  three. 

The  number  of  patients  removed  to  the  Joint  Hospital  was 
thirty-four  ; the  others  were  treated  at  their  own  homes. 

The  attack-rate  for  the  decennial  period  1903-1912  is 
12.8,  and  an  examination  of  the  totals  of  each  year  since  the 
adoption  of  the  Compulsory  Notification  Act  reveals  no 
marked  periodicity,  as  the  figures  vary  from  a minimum 
of  one  in  1912  to  a maximum  of  forty-six  in  1910  ; and  the 
slight  epidemics  which  have  occurred  at  irregular  intervals 
are  probablj  due  to  the  fact  that  the  disease  is  endemic  in 
the  surrounding  huge  manufacturing  centres.  The  geo- 
graphical position  of  this  district  is  rather  peculiar,  inasmuch 
as  its  boundaries  touch  such  large  places  as  Bradford,  Halifax 
and  Brighouse  ; and  a considerable  proportion  of  our  popu- 
lation travels  daily  to  and  from  those  towns  by  road  and 
rail,  some  to  business,  some  to  work,  some  to  schools,  and 
many  to  pleasure  resorts.  In  the  course  of  my  investigations 
1 have  found  that  the  illness  could  be  traced  to  a visit  to 
another  town;  thus  two  of  the  cases  in  July  were  infected 
after  such  a visit,  and  at  a later  period  also  the  source  of 
infection  was  duly  discovered  to  be  some  place  where  such 
diseases  are  endemic.  But  there  were  other  factors  which 
have  to  be  borne  in  mind  moi’e  especially  with  reference  to 
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the  outburst  which  occurred  in  t lie  month  of  November. 
The  summer  was  abnormally  dry,  and  the  water-supply 
from  Halifax  was  curtailed  from  the  end  of  September  to 
November  20th  ; and  coincident  with  a diminished  flushing 
of  drains  and  sewers  and  with  an  inferior  quality  of  water 
there  was  an  abnormal  prevalence  of  illness  affecting  the 
throat  and  skin.  To  the  householder  who  did  not  consult  a 
medical  man  this  state  of  affairs  became  confusing  : and 
thus  it  happened  that  children  and  others  who  were  really 
suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever  were  considered  to  lie  mereh 
having  attacks  of  influenzal  colds  or  tonsillitis  on  the  one 
hand,  and  urticaria,  lichen  or  erythema  on  the  other  hand. 
The  patients  Mere  kept  at  home  until  the  throat  symptoms 
had  disappeared  or  the  rash  had  faded  away,  and  in  process 
of  time  they  returned  to  school  or  to  work  ; and  during  t hi- 
outbreak  at  least  two  children  were  sent  home  from  school 
in  the  “ peeling  ” stage  of  the  disease  and  two  other  children 
must  have  been  working  for  some  days  whilst  this  desquama- 
tion was  proceeding.  The  vitality  of  the  individual  was 
undoubtedly  lowered  about  this  time  also,  and  thus  there  was 
created  a greater  susceptibility  to  contract  scarlet  fever  and 
diphtheria.  It  was  no  uncommon  experience  about  the  middle 
of  November  for  the  practitioner  who  was  called  in  to  a patient 
in  the  early  stage  of  the  fever  to  discover  other  children  who 
upon  examination  showed  evidence  of  having  had  an  attack 
some  time  before  ; and  thus  is  explained  the  reason  why 
from  some  houses  two,  three  and  sometimes  four  patients 
were  simultaneously  removed  to  hospital.  Gradually  those 
undetected  cases  became  weeded  out,  and  towards  the  end 
of  the  month  the  severity  of  the  outbreak  began  to  diminish. 
A large  proportion  of  those  cases  occurred  in  Wakefield  Road. 
Lightcliffe,  or  in  streets  which  communicate  directly  with  this 
main  road  ; diphtheria  also  was  found  chiefly  in  this  identical 
position,  as  I have  already  indicated. 

When  December  was  reached,  the  crop  of  undetected  cases 
had  come  to  an  end  and  thence  forward  we  had  to  deal  with 
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cases  showing  the  initial  symptoms  of  the  disease.  But 
whilst  in  Lightclilte  1 here  was  a very  great  decrease  in  prevalence 
at  this  late  period,  there  appeared  to  be  an  increase  in  numbers 
in  Hippo rholme,  and  at  th<'  very  end  of  the  month  three 
persons  were  removed  to  hospital  from  the  same  house. 

All  through  this  small  epidemic  the  type  of  attack  was 
very  mild,  in  fact  it  was  sometimes  very  difficult  to  diagnose 
a first  case  with  certainty  until  the  appearance  of  a second 
in  the  same  family. 

Each  infected  house  was  examined  by  the  Sanitary  inspector 
and  a report  in  tabular  form  was  given  to  me  by  him.  A 
perusal  of  such  report  showed  that  no  glaring  insanitary  defect 
was  found  ; indeed,  in  the  majority  of  instances,  the  type  of 
house  was  of  the  better  class. 

There  was  no  suspicion  attached  to  any  milk  supply. 

1 reported  towards  the  end  of  November  to  the  Sanitary 
Committee  tha4  it  would  probabh  be  necessary  to  close  the 
Schools  in  consequence  of  the  rapid  spread  of  the  disease, 
and  on  November  28th  this  Authority  closed  the  Lighteliffe 
National  School  and  the  Hipperholme  Infants’  School  for 
a period  of  three  weeks,  at  the  end  of  which  time  the  Christmas 
holiday  recess  commenced.  The  Grammar  School  and  other 
private  schools,  as  well  as  the  Sunday  Schools,  were  all  closed 
on  ray  advice.  All  the  day  schools  were  fumigated  by  the 
Inspector.  A warning  was  given  to  parents  to  prevent  their 
children  attending  crowded  places  until  the  outbreak  came  to 
an  end,  but  I am  constrained  to  say  that  this  warning  was 
ignored  by  many  people. 

Measles. — Measles  was  present  in  our  midst  as  earl)  as 
February  when  two  cases  were  reported  from  Lighteliffe, 
w hilst  in  the  next  three  months  eighteen  cases  were  reported 
from  Hipperholme.  About  the  beginning  of  June  the  disease 
broke  out  in  Bailiff  Bridge,  and  during  this  month  and  the 
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first  week  of  July  some  forty  children  were  attacked.  Those 
children  were  mostly  pupils  of  the  infants’  department.  1 
visited  the  School  on  several  occasions  and  advised  the  exclu- 
sion of  all  suspected  scholars  in  the  hope  that  the  disease 
would  thus  be  checked.  But  as  it  was  apparent  on  June  24th 
that  the  other  departments  of  the  school  were  about  to  be 
similarly  attacked  I reported  the  matter  to  the  Sanitary 
Authority,  and  on  my  representation  it  was  decided  to  close 
the  School  for  a period  of  three  weeks.  When  the  time  for  re- 
opening arrived  the  epidemic  had  come  to  an  end  : and  as  only 
one  other  case  was  reported  during  the  month  of  December 
from  Lightcliffe  the  district  may  be  said  to  have  been  clear 
of  the  disease  from  the  middle  of  July. 

The  average  number  of  notifications  for  the  eight  years 
1005-12  is  40  ; the  number  for  1013  is  00,  and.  although  this 
disease  has  been  compulsorily  notifiable  for  nearly  nine  years, 
1 have  again  to  state  that  one-half  of  the  total  were  brought 
to  my  notice  by  the  School  Attendance  Officer  in  the  first 
instance.  The  age-incidence  shows  that  37  children  over 
five  years  of  age  and  23  under  that  age  (of  whom  2 were  infants) 
contracted  the  illness.  The  type  of  the  disease  may  be  described 
as  mild. 

Tuberculosis. — During  the  year  there  were  nine  notifica- 
tions of  this  disease  ; in  seven  persons  the  lungs  were  involved 
and  in  two  children  the  skin  was  the  seat  of  the  disease.  There 
were  three  deaths  from  pulmonary  (lung)  Tuberculosis,  two  of 
which  occurred  between  15  and  25  years  of  age,  and  one 
between  45  and  65  ; in  each  instance  the  disease  was  of  the 
acute  type.  Two  patients  received  Sanatorium  treatment, 
and  a third  was  removed  to  the  Halifax  Union  Hospital. 
One  affected  person  has  left  the  district,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  two  lung  cases  and  two  skin  cases  remained.  Upon 
receipt  of  notification  the  home  of  each  patient  was  inspected 
and  a search  instituted  for  contacts  ; the  houses  were  dis- 
infected as  necessity  arose  ; advice  leaflets  were  distributed. 
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and  other  means  were  adopted  to  prevent  as  far  ms  possible 
the  spread  of  infection.  The  sputum  was  always  examined 
bacteriologicallv  at  the  County  Hall  in  order  to  verify  diagnosis. 

Erysipelas.-— Under  this  heading  live  reports  were  received, 
one  in  each  of  the  months  of  April,  June,  September,  October 
and  November.  The  average  for  the  last  twenty  years  is  two 
per  annum. 

Chicken-pox. —At  the  end  of  l!>12  this  complaint  was  pre- 
valent in  Hipperholme  but  it  speedily  disappeared  from  this 
part  of  the  district.  It.  however,  reappeared  among  children 
in  Lightcliffe  in  the  early  months  of  this  year,  but  I have  no 
record  of  it  later  than  April. 

Influenza. — Although  this  disease  was  prevalent  more 
or  less  during  the  whole  year,  its  presence  was  most  markedly 
felt  in  the  spring,  and  the  severity  of  the  type  was  quite  as 
virulent  as  on  previous  occasions.  It  was  aggravated  by 
nervous,  bronchial  and  abdominal  complications  and  proved 
fatal  to  one  life. 

SANITARY  MATTERS. 

Inspections. — The  routine  work  here  is  closely  connected 
with  nuisances  in  or  near  dwellings,  with  water,  with  sewerage 
and  drainage,  and  with  cowsheds  and  factories.  But  in 
addition  to  supervising  such  matters  as  these,  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  has  along  with  me  visited  and  examined  houses, 
places  and  localities  which  required  special  attention.  In 
several  instances,  where  infected  houses  were  under  observa- 
tion defects  have  been  frequently  discovered  in  drains,  middens, 
etc.,  most  of  which  were  remedied  in  due  course.  The  table 
given  by  the  Inspector  shows  a lengthy  numerical  list  of  such 
inspections  and  the  various  resultants  therefrom.  The  schools 
have  also  come  under  official  observation  on  many  occasions 
in  connection  with  infectious  diseases,  and  during  the  year 
it  has  been  necessary  to  disinfect  every  school  in  the  district. 
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Scavenging  and  Refuse  Removal.  —The  scavenging  of  the 
streets  is  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the  Council,  but  this  is 
limited  to  the  main  thoroughfares  and  roads.  Two  carts  also 
are  employed  for  the  purpose  of  watering  the  dusty  highways 
in  the  summer  months.  The  removal  of  house  refuse  and 
night  soil  is  done  by  the  Council's  workmen,  whilst  the  team 
labour  is  supplied  by  farmers  or  others  on  contract  terms. 
This  work  was  formerly  done  by  contractors  ; the  new  arrange- 
ment appears  to  be  more  satisfactory  in  many  respects. 

Sewerage,  Drainage,  etc. — The  domestic  and  trade  sewage 
is  treated  by  the  Corporation  of  Brighouse  at  their  works  at 
Cooper  Bridge.  The  only  developments  during  1912  are  the 
extensions  which  have  been  made  in  new  streets.  Drainage 
as  usual  has  had  a prominent  position  in  the  sanitary  pro- 
gramme ; many  new  drains  have  been  constructed  ; 2b 
faulty  drains  have  been  re-constructed  ; and  a large  number 
have  been  tested  from  time  to  time. 

Water.— The  principal  supply  of  the  district  comes  from  the 
reservoirs  of  the  Halifax  Corporation,  but  part  of  Bailiff  Bridge 
is  supplied  by  Bradford.  Several  extensions  to  new  streets 
and  other  property  have  been  made  during  the  year.  Inter- 
mittent fouling  was  occasionally  observed,  blit  the  complaints 
in  this  respect  have  been  fewer  of  late.  There  was  a curtail- 
ment of  the  water  supply  necessitated  by  the  dry  summer,  and 
the  period  of  curtailment  lasted  from  the  end  of  September 
until  November  20th. 

Slaughter  House.— There  is  one  slaughter  house  which  is 
registered.  No  complaints  have  been  made  about  it  : it  is 
kept  in  an  orderly  and  cleanly  condition. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. — There  are  registered  14  cow-keepers 
and  15  purveyors  of  milk.  Jt  has  been  the  custom  of  the 
Committee  to  visit  the  cowsheds  once  in  the  year.  The  In- 
spector reports  that  they  are  conducted  in  a cleanly  and 
satisfactory  manner.  I have  for  some  time  past  suggested  that 


the  periodical  examination  of  dairy  cows  by  a veterinary 
surgeon  might  be  adopted  with  the  object  of  detecting  and 
dealing  with  tuberculous  animals,  but  so  far  this  suggestion 
lias  not  been  entertained  as  a practical  necessity.  No  samples 
of  milk  were  taken  for  analysis,  but  1 am  hoping  that  the 
question  of  milk-supply  will  receive  practical  attention  during 
the  coming  year. 

Housing. — There  were  erected  during  the  year  23  new  houses 
most  of  which  were  working-class  dwellings.  Those  building 
operations  were  confined  to  Bailiff  Bridge  and  Hipperholme. 
and  each  house  was  provided  with  a water-closet.  The  water- 
carriage  system  has  been  largely  adopted  of  late  years  as  was 
shown  in  September  when  a scrutiny  was  made  in  connection 
with  a revision  of  the  water  charges  ; the  books  revealed 
that  there  were  at  that  date  over  a thousand  water-closets 
attached  to  houses,  factories  and  other  buildings.  This  was 
a much  greater  number  than  had  been  previously  anticipated, 
although,  as  has  been  formerly  pointed  out,  the  conversion 
from  the  privy-midden  system  had  been  steadily  increasing 
year  by  year. 

Since  my  last  report  was  issued  the  Council  have  designated 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  as  the  officer  to  inspect  houses  and 
keep  records  under  the  Housing  (inspection  of  district)  regula- 
tions of  1910.  During  1913  he  inspected  70  houses  in  different 
parts  of  the  district  and  found  that  34  were  defective.  Those 
defects,  however,  were  not  sufficiently  serious  to  require  a 
closing  order  ; and,  doubtless,  many  of  the  defects,  which  were 
of  a minor  nature,  will  be  speedily  remedied.  In  the  inspector's 
report  there  are  recorded  several  cogent  remarks  on  this 
subject  ; and  in  Table  C of  the  County  Council  many  statistical 
details  are  to  be  found,  as  supplied  by  the  inspector  prior 
to  his  leaving  this  district. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act  (1901). — (1)  Registek.  From 
the  register  at  the  Council  Offices  1 have  ascertained  that  there 
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arc  in  all  forty-live  factories,  workshops  and  bakehouses  in 
the  district.  The  number  in  the  year  11)12  was  thirty-seven. 
I have  visited  and  examined  many  of  those  places,  and  the  total 
of  such  inspections  (inclusive  of  those  made  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector)  amounts  to  thirty-nine. 

(2)  Nanitahy  Condition.  Again  the  report  on  the  general 
administration  of  the  Act  is  a favourable  one.  The  cleanliness 
of  the  premises  has  been  well  maintained,  and  insufficient 
sanitary  accommodation  was  found  in  only  one  instance,  and 
this  was  duly  remedied. 

(3)  Bakehouses.  Of  the  four  bakehouses  in  use  at  the 
end  of  the  year  two  aie  underground  and  two  are  of  the  small 
retail  variety  . No  faulty  condition  was  reported  in  con- 
nection with  any  of  them.  The  two  underground  bakehouses 
were  considered  to  possess  all  special  sanitary  requirements, 
and  certificates  were  granted  by  the  District  Council  to  the 
users  of  those  places. 

In  conclusion  i have  to  direct  attention  to  Tables  of  the 
Local  Government  Board,  to  Table  relating  to  Factories 
and  Workshops,  etc.,  to  Table  C of  County  Council,  and  to 
the  report  of  the  Sanitary  inspector,  all  of  which  follow.

NUISANCE  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT  for  the  year  ended 

31st  December,  1913. 

( tENTLEMEN, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December.  1913. 

Nuisances. — During  the  year  294  sanitary  inspections  were 
made  and  44  Nuisances  were  reported  to  the  Sanitary  Com- 
mittee. Of  these,  33  were  abated  upon  service  of  informal 
notices,  and  one  was  abated  after  the  service  of  a statutory 
notice,  the  remaining  ten  nuisances  being  in  hand  at  the  close 
of  the  year. 

Most  of  the  nuisances  dealt  with  were  caused  by  defective 
drainage,  the  numbers  due  to  this  and  other  causes  being  as

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Factories  and  Workshops.  Inspections  have  been  made  of 
Factories  and  Workshops  in  the  District,  and  speaking  gener- 
ally the  conditions  are  very  satisfactory.  In  one  case  an  obso- 
lete type  of  closet  was  condemned  and  the  use  of  same  has 
been  discontinued.  The  two  tanneries  in  the  Hipperholme 
area  are  kept  in  as  cleanly  a condition  as  is  possible,  considering 
the  class  of  work  carried  out  therein.  The  total  number  of 
inspections  made  was  twenty-five. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies. — There  has  been  no  case  of  in- 
fectious disease  which  could  be  attributed  to  the  milk  supply, 
but  no  samples  have  been  taken  during  the  year.  Seventeen 
Cowsheds  have  been  inspected  and  found  to  be  in  a clean  and 


healthy  condition.  The  redrainage  and  ventilation  of  Cowshed 
No.  06  on  register,  which  was  in  hand  at  the  close  of  last  year, 
was  completed  in  February. 

Infectious  Diseases.  The  usual  inspections  and  dis- 
infection of  houses  have  been  carried  out  immediately  upon 
removal  of  patients  to  the  hospital  and  the  schools  at  Hipper- 
holme,  Lighteliffe  and  Bailiff  Bridge  have  been  disinfected.

The  general  structural  condition  of  the  houses  inspected 
was  satisfactory,  and  lighting  and  ventilation  was  in  all  cases 
sufficient.  One  outstanding  feature  in  this  district  is  lack  of 
air  space  to  each  house  owing  to  there  being  many  houses  of 
the  back-to-back  t}qDe.  The  construction  of  back-to-back 
houses  is  of  course  prohibited  at  the  present  day.  and  if  one 
could  also  compel  all  existing  houses  of  this  type  to  be  made 
into  through  houses  it  would  mean  that  great  improvement 
could  be  made  in  very  many  instances.
